It discusses the relation between readiness 
and continuity in learning; how the individual's readiness depends on his own rate and 
stage of growth; the role of homes and neighbourhoods in childrens' readiness for learning, 
the kind of learning that may go on in a self-contained classroom and two ways of extending 
the advantages of this type of classroom. It deals with inter-age grouping in a school : 
primary and intermediate "blocks" as experienced by a group of observers, a princifal, a 
parent and a teacher ; the progress of different types of children when given the oppot uni- 
ty to set their own pace in learning.

In each case, after 
an account of preliminary study and of relevant legislation, there is a description illustra-

Part II states briefly the activities of other Ministrics and Private Agencies in the same 
field. There are three Appendices, giving respectively statisties relating to the Rural So-

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As these translations of titles suggest, the series has been started with problems of outs- 
tanding importance in Tunisian education: language teaching and bilingualism to suit the 
needs of the population; agricultural teaching, which has to begin at the carliest levels 
since two-thirds of the population is rural; and co-operative training, indispensable for 
the economic and social development of the country. The programmes outlined are shaped 
mainly by Tunisian needs, and their purpose is to offer practival solutions which may be 
applied effectively in the primary school.

Projects include only those to be sponsored by 
seven of the established inter-American agencies (Pan-American Union, Inter-American Insti- 
tute of Agricultural Sciences, Pan-American Sanitary Bureau, etc.) with no listing of assis 
tance to be given under the U.S. bilateral aid programme or the expanded programme of the 
U.N. and its specialized agencies. : 

Although only three of the projects are classified as "educational", the educational value 
of those connected wich rural agriculture, sanitation, health is considerable etc.

The component parts of a 
fundamental education programme are described; brief notes are given on illiteracy as a world 
problem ; and finally the author gives a fairl detailed study of illiteracy in Chile, with 
historical notes and statistics.

In addition to textual descriptions of fifteen agencues and 
institutions, there are tabular estimates of the projected scope of Puerto Rico's particj- 
pation in the programme for a five-year period, figured in terms of personnel and of cost,

These several sets of study outlines in workers! education are focused on (1) labour's rela- 
tionships outside the union and (2) intramural problems of*the union membership. In the 
first group, "Labor and the Community," programmes are outlined for considering the union's 
relations with the larger social groups of the community. In the second, attention is cen- 
tred on such problems as seniority, grievances, and union administration. 


For each study topic a separate pamphlet is designed for the student. Emphasis is on charts, 
problems, question and answer sheets, with a bare minimum 6f text. A master volume for each 
set is provided for the instructor, and there is, in addition, a leader's handbook on tech- 
niques of group discussion. 


National Council of Chief School Officers. Planning Rural Comminity School Buildings, pre- 
pared under the supervision of Frank W. Cyr and Henry H. Linn. New York: Bureau of Publica- 
tions, Teabhers College, Columbia University, 1949+ 162 pp> $ 3+75+ 


This volume presents the combined thinking of educators, laymen and architects representing 
every State in the U.S.A. Its purpose is to make available to school-building authorities 

a set of ideas and constructive, modern building plans, which will adequately and econamical- 
ly house all the educational activities of rural communities. 


Part I shows the steps which must be taken in planning and the agencies or individuals which 
can be of assistance. 


Part II reproduces typical plans for building ranging in size from the one-teacher school to 
the 1e~grade central school. Most of these plans are drawn to scale and are accompanied by 
suggestions for making changes necessitated by local, State, or regional requirements. Also 
offered is a wide variety of combinations of facilities adaptable to the special needs of 
differeht communities. In addition to plans for the school building proper there are plans 
for a bus mainteance shop, a home-making cottage, teachers!’ living quarters, etc. 


Part III deals with making the school building attractive. 


Part IV notes sources of technical assistance in planning school buildings, and lists publi- 
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cations on t his subject.

It shows that the Froebel principles as applied in the light of modern psychology suit the 
education and upbringing of young children in Kindergarten and first grade classes. 


The book starts with a description of the social background of pupils, and their ages, follo- 
wed by an outline of the principles and methods applied in Kindergartens and first grade 
classes. 


The main activities of the’children, according to their age group, are then carefully des- 


cribed . Time-tables are given, with full description of activities, handwork, games, hygie- 
ne, Singime, dramatic art, reading, writing, natural sciences. The final chapter deals with 
promotion from one class to another.

Balfour, Marshall C. Public Health and Demography in the Far fast. Report of a survey trip

The authors bring to bear on the problems of population change their specialized Knowledge 
‘of demography, public health and social science. After a general introduction the present 
status of the populations of Japan, China, Korea, Philippines and Indonesia are examined in 
turn. The available data allow of a broad statement of the balance between population growth 
h ealth and productivity «for each area; but this is insufficient as a basis for any policy 
that might be recommended to governments. The authors suggest that intensive research of 
two different kinds is needed a study of inter-relationships (economie, cultural, medical, 
etc.) within a changing culture; and a study of factors governing fertility within a relati- 
vely stable culture, which would take into account both motives and means for restricting 
fertility.

Saiyidain, K.G. Problems of Educational Reconstruction. (Studies in Indian Fducation, No. 
1, edited by the Indian Institute of Education.) Bombay: Asia Publishing House (1+ Gunbow

This collection of essays forms an organic whole; it sets out the aims and principles which 
animate the rebuilding of the school in present-day India. 


The first part of the book deals with the role of the school from the pHilosophical view- 
point; the principles of activity and creativity and the close relation of schooling to 
social and economic reality are indispensable to any planning of the educational system. 
The second part discusses new trends and approaches in the several sectors of the system: 
rural education and the basic schools; new secondary schools; the role of adult or social 
education (which the author describes as" a matter of life and death") and the work of edu- 
cational administration. In the third part the author examines the position of the teacher - 
his status and training and the social importance of his work. 


Dr. Saiyidain is Educational Adviser to the Government of India. This work shows a breadth 
of mind drawing on such varied sources of inspiration as Gandli, Dewey and Makarenko, yet 
rooted on the realities of present-day India. Foreign educators will find a twofold inte- 
rest in the book - the author's generalizations about the educational process, and the evi- 
dence regarding India's educational renaissance.

The French Institute of Public Opinion devotes this issue to an enquiry into French educa~ 
tion. The study opens with a short statistical analysis of the present situation : the 
steadily diminishing illiteracy rate; the education budget; lack of teachers and buildings; 
occupational possibilities opened up by secondary and higher education. The Institute's 
enquiry took the form of questions on tle importance and nature of studies, given to a 

sa mple of 2180 people. Results show that the public expects mainly a practical result 
(leading to vocations) from education, and believes that not enough attention is paid in 
France to childhood education. The analysis of replies to the question is presented in 


















various annexes, and includes a separate analysis of the opinions of parents.

Full information is given as to entrance requirements, length of course, 
fees, curricula and living costs.

This little book, intended for the beginner, describes the things needed for sewing; gives 
directions for measuring, folding, cutting and tacking; illustrates the steps in making sim- 
ple articles for the home, ranging from a duster to an appliqued pillow-case. Simple embroi- 
dery stitches are also shown. 


Johnson, William H. and Newkirk, Louis V. [he metal Grafts. Yew York : Macmillan Company, 
1949+° 152 ppe No price given. 


This volume is an industrial arts education textbook, intended to introduce junior high 
school or senior high school pupils to metalworking. It is designed to cover in general, 
metalwork and includas chapters on the making of iron and steel, foundry practice, working 
of sheet metal, art metal craft and metai spinning. 


The authors have made an extensive study of industry courses in progressive school systems 
and reports on standards in industrial arts teaching. 


The metal Crafts contains valuable material contribwed by industry, many excellent photo- 
graphs, informative drawings and pictures of pupils at work in metal shops. 


Robertson, Maxwell. Travels in Northem Rhodesia, 2.ced. Cape Town: Oxford University Press

An elementary geography book designed for African schools. The material is presented as a 
series of talks, each of which deals with a particular area or group of people in the ter- 
ritory.

The talks are written in simple, direct English. At the end of each there is alist of swg- 
gestions for the teacher (projects, teaching aids or hints, etc.); and the introduction to
